to let voters decide the method 
of selecting the city clerk and the 
city treasurer was given addi- 
tional study at last night’s city 
council meeting, and at the next 
meeting, October 7, the council- 
men will give more attention to 
it. At the same time the general 
public will be urged to be present 
and participate in the discussion. 

Later an old-fashioned “town 
meeting” may be held when both 
sides of the proposal will be ar- 
gued. Then, a_ special election 
may or may not be called. 

Cost of the special election 
would be approximately $250, ac- 
cording to a report from City 
Manager Richard G. Manley. 

In the expressed opinion of the 
councilmen, they want to retain 
Owen E. Atwood as city treasurer 
and Ray C. Norton as city clerk— 
or eventually some men of their 
capabilities as successors. 

The issue is: ‘Should selection 
of these officials be placed in the 
hands of the councilmen or left 
up to the voters?” 

Increased salary for ‘the city 
clerk is now anticipated and 
with this increase may come a 
greater number of candidates for 
the position, some of whom may 
not have special service qualifica- 
tions but ballot winning qualifica- 
tions, according to officials. 


Both Mr. Atwood and Mr. Nor- | 


ton expressed themselves on the 
proposal, they favoring the pres- 
ent elective system rather than 
the appointive plan. The citizens 
retain their democratic rights as 
electors under the present system, 
they pointed out.
